The Venus of Milo in the Louvre, 
Paris, is supposed by some to be the 
work of Alexandros, one of the Asiatic 
Greek sculptors. 
It is said th at the 
base of the statue bearing the artist** 
name was destroyed for the purpose of 
causing the king of France to believe 
that the work was more ancient than 
it really was. 
It was discovered on the Island of 
Milo in 1820 by a peasant. 
I t w as In 
a niche in a wall which had been 
buried for years. 
The Marquis of Ri­ 
vera bought it and gave it as a present! 
to Louis XVIII, of France. It is made 
from two blocks of marble joined above 
the drapery which envelops the legs. 
As it now stands it bas two blemishes, 
which have been repaired by m odem 
artists. 
The tip of the nose was bro­ 
ken when it was found and also the 
foot which projects beyond the dra­ 
pery. 
In point of fact, it has a great deal 
more resemblance to a goddess than 
to a beautiful woman. 
At one time it 
was dressed in clothes of a modern 
sort, and the effect was anything but 
pleasing. 
The figure of the statue is 
not at all adapted to modern clothes.—

number of rented farms in the twelve 
southern counties of Wisconsin has 
doubled in ten years, according to 
the investigation made by Professor 
H. C. Taylor of the department of 
political economy of the University 
of Wisconsin. 
The 
rapidity with 
which land-owning farmers are being 
replaced by tenant-farmers, and the 
large problems growing out of such 
tenancy make this investigation of 
special importance in Wisconsin. The 
main purpose of the work has been 
to find out the extent and manner in 
which farm lands are now held in 
this state, with a view to an adjust- { 
inent of relations between landlords 
and tenants looking toward the con­ 
certing of the best interests of both. 
Professor Taylor has made a thor­ 
ough study of the subject of land 
tenure both in Europe and America, 
and has recently published a mono­ 
graph on “The Decline of Land Own­ 
ing Farmers in England.” 
He gath­ 
ered information 
for 
his 
present 
study of conditions in Wisconsin a t ! 
first hand, going from county to coun­ 
ty, meeting the farmers who are in­ 
terested in renting land, and gaining 
from them complete and accurate in­ 
formation upon which 
to base his 
conclusions. 
T housand s R en tin g F arm s 
In the course of his investigation 
Professor Ta>lor discovered a num­ 
ber of inteersting facts, as, for in­ 
stance, that there were in 1900 IGO,-; 
795 farms in the state, of which 22,- 
, OOH were operated by tenants. These, 
with the 21,216 
owners of rented 
farms make a total of more methods 
of letting farm land. Yet in compari­ 
son with the state of Illinois, where 
(nearly 40 per cent of the farm lands 
are rented, Wisconsin's percentage of 
tenancy is low. being but 13.5 per 
cent of the total number of farms of 
the state. 
In the northern eighteen 
counties of the state but 5 per cent 
of the farms are run by tenant. This, 
(however, is easily explained by the 
(relatively low land values and the 
recency of settlement. 
A decade has 
nearly doubled the number of farms 
iii those counties, while in the older 
, part of the state there has been prac­ 
tically no increase in numbers. 
Various reasop. are given for the 
| increase in the proportion of tenant 
{farmers. 
The scarcity of farm labor­ 
ers is sometimes named as the cause 
for owners turning their land over to 
tenants. 
The number of farm labor­ 
ers, however, increased more rapidly 
in the decade 
under consideration 
than did the number of farms. 
In 
I SSO the farm 
laborers were 28.8 
per cent of the total number ot farm­ 
ers and laborers, while twenty years 
later that percentage was increased 
{to 35.5. 
That is. the laborers in­ 
creased from 56,170 to 93,718, while 
(the farmers increased from 138,443 
to 169,795. But prosperity increased 
the demand for laborers so that many 
of the farmers who formerly did their 
own work wished to hire help, and. 
failing to set ure it, rented the' land 
to tenants and retired. 
The same 
prosperity has increased the market 
value of farm land so that young men 
find it more difficult to become own­ 
ers, and another factor in the in­ 
crease of tenancy is introduced, 
(’alines of Change. 
The tenant farmers are. as a rule, 
young men. It is unusual for a, farm­ 
er to remain in the tenant class ail 
his life. 
Census statistics show that 
the percentage of tenant farmers di­ 
minishes in proportion with the ad­ 
vance from the lower to the higher 
age periods.
